Sir, — AVitliin tlio. last three niontlis 
theri" has brcii a good deal of .sjiecula- 
tiou ami .agitation .".mong both minors 
and merchants as to tho most practic- 
abl6. vyiiy .bj thoroughly prospecting tho 
Island; It js very well understood by 
experienced miners that tho Island in 
tho interior is rich in minorals ; but 
there is one groat obstacle — the want 
of a trail — which is a very greal want, 
indeed. Tho only trail we have now 
ia-ono from Golldstreaai to the North 
Fork of Leech River, '"h . distiurje of 
about IG miles. Beyond that fornliool 
15 miles our <;ovornmcnl hoiiu- in.o 
years ago had a trail made num tlic 
North Fork to Honicwhorc near iho 
head of San Juan river. And such a 
trail I It is the niost misorahle a'i)ology 
for one that ever a man put out of his 
hand.s. It is like crawling up tho wall 
of a house. No attempt has been mado 
to avoid hills, and only recently in at- 
tempting to pack miiu?n.' goods to .San 
Juan two valuablo horses with their 
packs wore thrown over a blufl' some 
sixty feet, and came ofl' with some very 
bad flesh \younda 

Now, Mr. Editor, what is leally 
needed is a good trail, commencinL' at 
the North Fork of Leech, and miming 
in a direction to J,aj) tho headwati^r of 
Leech, Jordan and San Juaii rivers, 
and continuing on to Albcrni. Then 
we \yould have a w:ay of "jcbrtveyirig 
provisions and mining matcrialH- right 
along the backbone of the IsI.'ukI, and 
give miner.s a chanco to ])roH|joi;L tiioso 
rivers which at prosout tiicy h.-i\t;Laro- 
ly time to look at. We can only take 
animals as far now as the North Foi-k.s, 
where tho poor prospector has to .slfoul- 
der his pack. Fancy a man with over 
100 pounds on;his back wending his 
way over a rough country for 30 or 10 
miles Why, it makes one tired to 
think of it : and by the time begets to 
the head of the streams ho wants to 
I)rospect he has about as much provi- 
sions left a.s will take him back again 
to civilization, giving hini > perhapf^; a 
few days' prospecting. 

Now, the season is not too far gone 
yet to havo souiething done. Tln'rc 
are plenty of men in town at present 
who, I have no doubt, w.ould blaze a 
tree through to Alberni ; in the spring 
the work could be proceeded with and 
by midsummer the trail would be open 
for i)iick animals, and there is not tho 
slightest doubt that by ne.\t sea.son 
there would be hundreds of men locat- 
ed on every creek and river from Leech 
to Alberni .-icooping out the ])ri-ciourt 
metal in jjaying tiuantitie.'^. Let tho 
government only appropriate a lit tle 
towards, the underteking,-if they are too 
poor to "put-it tli'rough, and V, have no 
doubt the merchants of Victoi ia would 
contribute the balance, as it would bn 
a great benefit to them as well as tho 
poor minor. .1. W.

BULL-FI&HXIITG IIT SPAIN. 

A Thrilling: Hpisodo at San Joen do 
Luz. 

A thrilling episode, says tlie London 
Telegraph, is reported from San Juan 
de Luz as having taken placo during a 
grand bull-fight which came ofl in that 
town on the 22nd ultimo. Frascuolo, 
the eniinent tpreadorj had been engaged 
for tho^Correo in question, although 
scarcely recovered from, a wound in- 
flicted upon him by a bull at Pampolu- 
na, a fortnight previously, and ontored 
the ring, his left arm still bandaged and 
iu a sling, amidst the enthusiastic plau- 
dl^jPfvtnKiujbU^lf^ After the first ;biiU 
had* been^UDjlMsted^to the usual prelimi- 
nar}' tortures at tho hands of tho cbulos, 
picadores and banderilleros, Erascuelo 
took up his position in front of tho cor- 
rigidor's box, there to deal the infur- 
iate animal its death-blow, secundumar- 
(em. As, ho\vover,.he delivered tho mor- 
tal thrust with his" accustemed grace, 
tht bull caught him under the arm-pits 
and tossed him into the air, trampling 
upon him when • ho fell. With great 
difficulty the banderilleros succeeded in 
distracting the angry brute's attention 
from its prostrate foe, who was raised 
from the ground, still conscious, yet un- 
able to stand witlipilt support. As be 
was being carried "oiit of'the ring, the 
bull made a fierce rush at the bystan- 
ders, who had climbed over tho barriers, 
and a .scene of indescribable panic en- 
sued, which, however, was happily 
terminated by the death of tho valiant 
bull. Transfixed by Eraseuelo's uner- 
ring blade, it stopped short close by tho 
barrier, .IS though stricken by lightning, 
tottered, fell forward on its knees and 
rolled over dead, having avenged its 
torments by disabling tho most skilful 
and intrepid matador of tho Peninsula.
